2. KAREZO EXPLAINED POSTPONEMENT OF EFFECTIVE DATE FOR NEW

REASONABLE TARIFFS. HE ARGUED BURUNDI IS NOT ABLE TO SUSTAIN 
BURDEN OF NEW EXORBITANT TARIFFS. KAREZO SAID HE HAD JUST 
COME FROM UGANDA WHERE GOVERNMENT AUTHORITIES ALSO PROMISED 
TO SUPPORT BURUNDI'S CASE. HE LEFT JULY 19 FOR NAIROBI WHERE 

HE EXPECTS TO HAVE SIMILAR DISCUSSIONS WITH KENYAN OFFICIALS. 
BURUNDI WILL REPORTEDLY ATTEND EACC MEETING AS OBSERVER.
